WASHINGTON tpv—The Supreme 
Court agreed today to decide wheth­ 
er state “ right to work” laws, for­ 
bidding compulsory union m em ber­ 
ship. may supersede federal laws 
permitting union shop contracts 
It marked the first time the high 
court has agreed to review the 
controversial state laws which re ­ 
strict 
u n i o n s more sharply than 
the federal Taft-Hartley and rail 
way labor laws. 
Seventeen states 
have such statutes. 
Today's case 
wa-, brought by 
16 AFL railroad unions 
They ap­ 
pealed a Nebraska Supreme Court 
decision that a 1951 amendment to 
the Federal Railway Labor Act is 
unconstitutional because it permits 
railroad 
workers’ to 
enter into 
union shop agreements with their 
employers. 
The state court held that this 
violates the state’s “ right to work” 
law which provides that workers 
have the right to decide for them ­ 
selves whether they wish to join a 
union. 
Under a union shop, all workers 
are required to join a union 3o 
days after they are employed, 
In their appeal to the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court, the unions argued 
that the state court interfered with 
Congress’ power to regulate Inter­ 
state commerce. They also noted 
that the Supreme Court has never 
ruled against union shops, which 
are permitted under the Taft-Hart 
ley Act 
The Supreme Court will schedule 
arguments on the ease and hand 
down its decision later this year.

Revenue Service to 
Aid— Not Prepare 
Returns for 1955 
The 1956 taxpayer assistance nro- 
gram of the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice in this region, during the in­ 
come tax filing period from Jan­ 
uary 2 to April 16, 1956. will be 
aimed primarily at helping taxpay­ 
ers to help themselves. 
This new approach to taxpayer 
assistance in this region was an­ 
nounced today by Regional Com­ 
missioner. D L. Olsen, who said 
it is in conformity with a policy- 
laid down by the Washington of­ 
fice. 
The .Service will furnish tax­ 
payers advice and information 
but will not continue the for­ 
mer practice of completely pre­ 
paring returns. 
Taxpayer 
assistance 
activities 
conducted in the Chicago region 
during the past filing period ex­ 
pended 471.423 man hours which 
resulted in a substantial disruption 
to normal audit and collection ac­ 
tivities. 
Olsen pointed out that if 
the above manpower had been used 
on the examination of income tax 
returns and in the collection of tax­ 
es, it would have resulted in a very 
substantial increase in revenue. 
The Internal Revenue Service 
will mail with the 1955 income tax 
forms adequate instructional ma­ 
terial to cover the problems en­ 
countered by the average taxpayer 
in the preparation of his return. 
Telephone assistance will be pro­ 
vided by district offices to assist 
taxpayers with specific problems.« 
Mr. Olsen said that returns will 
be prepared for taxpayers who are 
physically or mentally unable to 
prepare their own returns. 
Other 
taxpayers who find it difficult to 
fully prepare their own returns 
may avail themselves of a self help 
assistance method by which desk 
space and necessary materials will 
be furnished in order that they may 
prepare their own returns under 
the supervision of an internal Rev­ 
enue agent instructor. 
Olsen pointed out that the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service plans to 
conduct an extensive educational 
program throughout this region to 
further assist taxpayers in the prep­ 
aration of their returns.
